His family is underfed; is 
almost ragged; n cold in winter; is 
huddled, seven, persons in four 
rooms; is witk^t sanitation; Is 
weighed down b;‘ debts; is a’piVy 
to Shylocki; is in wretched sur¬ 
roundings ; it is in a daily race with 
starvation. 

For meat, the average family eats 
sausa^, cheap stew meat, pork, and 
sometimes the cheapest round 
steak. And they are mighty glad 
to get that. Half the year the 
family uses no eggs. 

The only Ifixury is tobacco for 
the head of the family. And in 
some families, an occasional pint of 
beer. 

Certain papers are beginning to 
print all sorts ol fine recipes; how 
you can live on comstarM alone, 
for 3 cents a day, But I would ad¬ 
vise you Dc>t to try it. 

Others tell you how you could 
live on nuts al^. But nuts have 
gone up fearfully of late. You 
would better cut mem out.

Half a dozen men in the fire department Iiaye filed sworu charges 
against the chief engineer of the fire dejiartinent, Thomas (.Taney, 
They cliargrd him w-iih graft. w-ilU petty larceny, with extortion in the 
ca.se of a so-called subscription for covering the e.xpenses of the said 
C lancy w licii tried for |x-rjury, with suboniation of perjury and with 
general iiu-onipetcr.ee. 

lii.stead of asking for an investigation, as every lionest man would 
Clancy discharged nine firemen, among them .-\ssi.stanl Chief .Michael 
Harilcn. who liad been in the service 22 years, and Capl. F’cter Lan¬ 
caster, «1 k) liad been in llu; service for 18 years, and had received a 
gold medal from the Carnegie fund for heroism in saving lives. 

These men have paid into the firemen’s pensioi\ fund for years, 
and lose all the benefits, exccjit .-Vssistant Oncf Harden, who gels half 
of what he would otherwise receive. 

The men were dischargcil from sefvicc witliout any investigation, 
simply liecausc Cliief Oancy did ixit like the sworn cixiiiJainls filed 
against him. 

.And these complaints of graft, |)etty larceny, extortion, etc., did 
not lose any of their force by the coinplaiiiaiits being kicked out. 

However, under a ridiculous, unjust and draconic .special law, 
Cliief Clancy had the power lo di.scharge them witlxMit even consult¬ 
ing the police and fire roniinission. .And he nude use of his power.

■■previous to the last general 
election three years ag<> tire work¬ 
ing class of Great Britain liarl to 
depend upon tire good will and 
favor of one or other of the po¬ 
litical parties. Tire working class 
vote dcciiled every election in the 
old country, anil wc wenf on elect¬ 
ing first Conservatives, then Lib¬ 
er js and then again Conservatives, 
and after Iraving elected these we 
si>ent thousands of dollars everv- 
year in seudiirg trades unton dele¬ 
gates to lobby the nrenibers of par¬ 
liament to emlcavor to induce tliem 
to fulfill their election pletlges. 

“The method was not very suc¬ 
cessful and so at last election we 
tried a new plan. Il'c stopffd Sfnd- 
tiiff pi'lilioiis to parliament, tec 
slapped sending delegates to lobby 
in parliament—a very demoralising 
oeeupalion. may / say—and instead 
w sent tifty-four direct represen¬ 
tatives of the working class to par- 
liaim'nt. (.-\pplau.se.) It forms a 
|tartv in parliament that is financed 
by the workiitg class, controlled by 
the working class and allows 
neither Lilreral nor Tory to put 
their dirty fingers into our pilitical 
affairs. 

Some of the Results. 

"Now, what lias been the result? 
I could weary your patience hv tell¬ 
ing you of the results already 
achieveil. la-t me mention one, 
and 1 mention it for this reason: 
It has a very direct liearing on the 
higge".t (Question now liefore organ- 
izeil labor in the United States of 
America. Previous to the last elec¬ 
tion our law court} had practicallv 
declared trades unions to be il¬ 
legal asociations 

"They didn’t say so in so many

The object of the bill was 
I to make it impussible fur the em- 
Iployers through ’the law courts to 
cripple or interfere with the work 
of the trailes union movement dur¬ 
ing a trade dispute. 

“Now remetnijer there were only 
31 workingmen in the house of 
•ci.mnions out of O70. That Iwth 
the Lilieral and Tory parlies were 
against our hill. That naturally the 
Ikiusc of lords wa-. against the bill. 
That practically everv news|>aper in 
Gre.at Britain was against the hill, 
and at tlie liack of all that we had 
the rejmrt of a royal conimi.s ion 
}op|X)'cd to ot:r bill. 

.\ Significant Victory. 

"The I.iljcral government brought 
in a bill of its own in op- 
ptsition to txirs. We refused to 
accept it. Tltey passed it through its 
first st.iges in the hon.se of tom- 
nxms and defied us. 

"We then brought forward our 
own hill, and bv force of argument 
and by the strength of the labor 
vole in the country the Lilnral gov¬ 
ernment in the end droinied it.s own 
bill and adopted ours, which at this 
moment is the law of the laml.
